Tho young w<iuiai>, Miiiiiio Rnbbius, 
oliargoil witli stnrvini; hor natural child, 
tliiiH causing its (h^alh, 'vus dischargod 
from oiisLddy yi'stoiilay, Ids liuiinr decid- 
ing tlioro was not sultiuioiit ovidence on 
which tu detain her. The evidence of her 
sister brings tu light an uufortunato state 
of allairs, eiiUrely dun to tho unscrupu- 
liniH practices of twu uf tlio lord.s of crea- 
tion. Kioiu tlui tcstiiuoiiy given it will 
bu scon tluil SlauLjIitur, formerly a black- 
ainith in (Iriiniu's c.irriago works, pro- 
bably through 11 pronii.su of nmrriage, bo- 
trayed Miss llobbins, who is a ratlior i)rt)- 
pussessing young woman, twenty-tliroo 
years of a({0. Discovoriug her condition, 
1x0 cowardly deserts her to her fate, and 
leaves tho country, and thouirh appealed 
to by liis victim, remains silent. Tho 
infaiit is illegally l'roiii;lit into this world 
through no fault of its own, and 
Ihu unfortiniatu uioLlier, in order to eke 
out an uxislenco, and ap|)aruntly deserted 
by hur father lis well, is compelled six 
days after its birth to again take up ^ the 
drudgery of life and go out to work. 
Whether iiitmitionally or tlirough ignor- 
ance, the little one has a li:ird time of it, 
ami fr(jm a healthy coiiditicni ilesoeiids 
into one of weakness and very soon its 
truiibleH are ended by death. Mrs. Ellis, 
the sister, in hor stutomont develops tho 
fact that lior linos have not fallen in pleas- 
ant places oifchor, since she has been loft 
by an unworthy husbaiul to provide for 
throe children, Thesu latter, who are 
h 'althy and pretty, one boy and two girls, 
were in court during the proceedings, and 
amused andfiniioyed various of tho parties 
asHond)led. It was oidy through tho se- 
ductive wiles of OlUoor Thomas, who 
chucked tho youngest under the chin and 
beamed upon hor from a distance, that 
()uiet was retained for a whUe, but later 
ou another officer was constrained to carry 
it into the barracks. Tun doUars is tho 
amount that the lord and master of Mrs. 
Ellis has contributed to his family's sup- 
port within a year, a sum that even the 
economical Cltinese would lind it diliicult 
to rear a healthy family upon. 

Tho affair brings' to th6 front a phase of 
life in our midst that is not of a charactor 
to cause one to boast of tho bonolits of 
civilization — at least so far as a masculine 
portion of it are concerned. The be- 
trayed girl will struggle lui in lior tjn- 
pleasant path, and if discreet, may outlive 
her sliame, and become a respected mem- 
ber of society, with tlie chances against 
her. The betrayer will live amid other 
scenes, and tlioro is nothing to prevent 
him from atUuiiing a respectable position 
in society, and becoming an honored citi- 
zen. Such are the inconsistencies of life. 
Had he remained here the probabilitj* is 
that ho would have boon prosecuted crini- 
bally, for tbe.Oharlton act provides for 
such a step, and richly does ho deserve 
a term of incarcoiiitioii as his just 
deserts. As it is ho is secure from any 
of thi> unfortunate results of his crime, 
unless ho has a conscience, whicli thorb is 
ovory reason to doubt. The deserted 
wife will also continue on, and perhaps 
her declining years will be gladdened by 
the presence and assistance of her off- 
spring, who have^ every appearance of 
bright intelligence', and are comely in 
feature. 

This 18 but a glimpse into 0110 of the 
tli^jusunds of dramas, gay and sad, bitter 
and sweet, that are being acted out by 
the human family, with plenty of candi- 
dates for the villain each case, 
THK uack-dhivek's cask. 
The evidence III the case of the hack- 
driver Seaman, and his asjociales, the 
two fallen women, was of a very unsavory 
character. The trio started from Troinico 
alloy early in the evening, and went to 
lleiily's at tho Butt's, and remained there 
until nearly ten o'clock, returning through 
(Jovernment street, singing and acting 
like drunken hoodlums. CooHicleriug t-l^e 
fleets the police magistrate was veiy 
lenient towards him. Tho hack bylaw 
contains a provision that in case of any- 
„„u h'-Miiig a license bein^ convicted of 
intoxication while driving his license sbnll 
bo subject to forfeiture. And in the 
present case it is but right that t,liis pro 
vision should bu eiiforcc.l. Here is a man 
having a carriage for hire who consorts 
with fall8n women, has lost his sense 
of decency to such an extent that 
ho is willing to )/o out on drunken sprees 
with thorn, and creates a disturbance on 
the utroot of such a nature as to cause Ins 
arrest. Holding a license he is permitted 
to remain on the streets and solicit the 
patronage of respectable people, who, if 
they knew the man, would under no cir- 
cumstances enter his hack. The jiolice 
claim that too little attention is l)aid to 
the character of men who obtain a hack- 
driver's license, and that some of them 
drive a hack simply to prevent their be- 
ing charged with vagrancy. A great 
many things ure tohnatiul in linn cuui- 
munity that should not exist, and it is 
nut asking too much t hat men who aro 
living with fallen women should be pro- 
vented fronv obtaining privileges which 
bring them into conUict with all classes of 
the public. By their conduct they are 
on tho same level with the depraved 
women, »lid tlioy Hiifuld be restrictod 
from common intercourse with the pub- 
lic to the same extent that their associates 
are.

Pahi.-;, .luly 13.— Owuig to a disorderly 
acene in the chamber of do|)utio3 on 
ThurstlMv. in which Boulanger inforiuL-d 
Premier b'loquot thijt he impudently lied, 
the chamber adjourned Until Monday, 
liiiniediaioly after the adjournment Flo- 
i|uet sent his seconds to Gen. Boulanger's 
house with a elialluiigo. The prelimin- 
aries were arranged and the duel took 
place yesterday, the weapmia usod being 
swords. Tho duelling around was on 
Count Dillon's estate at Nuelly. a short 
distance from Paris. The general was 
aeconipaiiied by M. M. Lehorriso and 
Lareaiil. M. Floquet was seconded by 
M. M. Olenrinceau and Perrin. The 
duel only lasted four minutes. General 
Boulanger seemed excited and exhibited 
ceiuiderable nervousness. He made 
several passes at M. Floijuet, wh(> was 
pile and equally excited. M. Floquet 
liimdled his sword in a very awkward 
manlier. 

After some lialf dozen passes .oenoral 
Boulanger made a desperate dash at Plo- 
(piot who thrust his sword out and hold 
it at arm's length. Almost at the same 
moment (iencral Boulanger received the 
point nf his antagonist's weapon in tlic 
neck. The Cieiieral staggered, placed lii.s 
hands to his wound and fell unconscious 
in the arms of Leherisse and Larsant. A 
doctor who was present at once bandaged 
the throat of the wounded man, but the 
(low of blood was only partly checked. 
The General was carried from tho ticld, 
and nothini{ definite could be learned of 
his injuries. The affair was kept a pro- 
found secret from everyone except the 
principals and seconds. The news of the 
duel caused a profound .sonsation in Paris. 
Uye-witiiessoa of the affair say that CJeii- 
oral Boulanger fou^'ht desperately and 
displayed much feeling. He tried very 
hard to kill his anUgouist. He throw 
himself again and again on Floquet, mak- 
ing desperate lunges with hia sword at 
every onsbtught. Both duellists refused 
to stop at the request of their seconds, 
when M. Floquet's hand was out. Geu- 
oial Boulanger's wound in the neck is 
thought to De serious. M. Floquet re- 
ceived slight wounds on the hand, chest 
and foot. 

HIM CONDITION .SKUIOU.i. 

The seconds have made a formal repqrt. 
•They state that Boulanger received a ser- 
ious wound in tho neok. Dr. Monod, who 
is attending, has issued a bulletin regard- 
ing his condition. It says there is a deep 
wound on the right side of the neck and it 
causes marked difliculty iu respiration. 
The doctor is unable to give an opinion as 
to what turn the caio may uko.

London, .luly 12.— At the Dominion 
Day banquet hold to-night there was a 
hrilliant company. ISIessr*. Sanford, 

Adam Wilson, Oliver Mowut, Premiijr of 
Ontario, Lord Kiiutsford, Lord Lans- 
downe. Sir Charles Tupper, Messrs. Dal- 
ton McCarthy, Mclntyro, Mc Master, Mc- 
Leod and Stewart were present. Tho 
healths of the Queen, and of tho Prince 
and Princess of Wales were proposed by 
the chairman. The toast " Our Mother 
Country," was proposed by Dalton Mc-

In the election of Mr. Dickey 
the Government have scored another vic- 
tory, which eniphHsi/.es very strongly the 
belief of old Cumberland that the Liberal 
Conservative party is worthy the people's 
confidence., 



AM AMERICAN SENATOR. 

Than Senator Frank Hiacock, of New 
York, few Republicans exerted a more 
powerful influence in the recent Republi- 
can national convention at Chicago. He 
is a personal friend of Col. Stevens, Unit- 
ed States Consul at this port, with whom 
he sat in Congress, and the Colonel can- 
not grow too ehxiuent in depicting his 
many graces of heart and mmd. It will 
bo remenibored that when the [jeriiianenl 
president Esteu, of Sau Kiaiieiaco, was 
obliged to U'ave thu chair at the cunveu- 
tioii, owing to lii.s voice giving out, lie 
called upon the haiidsonio senator from 
New York to preside, and not oidy the 
Convention but the galleries immediately 
learned that, they had a master. The 
New York MaU, and Expressaaya that tho 
large body of clacquen had had things 
much their own way until it came to bal- 
loting, Senator Ifiscca'k bidding tho gavel. 
Then, in kindly tones, which reached 
everyone of the twenty-four thousand ear.s 
in the building, ho ajipealod to the galler- 
ies to .suspend their plaudits during the 
balloting, until oaoh ballot had been con- 
cluded and tho result formally declared by 
tho aocrotary. The galleries made up 
their minds not thus to be restrained and 
so, as the votes for favorites were an- 
nounced by the cliairman of the respective 
delegations they determined to show 
their joy in the usual manner. But 
prompt as lightning fell the gavel and 
again the Chairman's calm voice ajipealod 
to tho galleries with a very ciuieting ellect. 
Again the applause broke out, and now 
the Chiiirnian appealed to the Convention 
us against Iho galleries. These wore un- 
e.^cpected tjictics, and the galleries were 
abashed and greatly subdued, still nut 
wholly self-controlled; but upon tho ne.xt 
essay of ,the kind they became ' self-con- 
trolled under his leadership, took off their 
hats to the Chairman, swallowed theii 
cheers, put their hands behind their hacks 
and acknowledged that he was master of 
the situation. Senator Hiscock's long 
wavy hair, his full flowing board, his very 
commanding presence, his perfect fainil- 
i;irity with tho- duties of the chair, 
and tlie cool, suave, delicate yet firm 
manner of presiding, made him a 
great power, in tho Conventi(ui, re- 
spected by everybody and obeyed by all. 
After the nominations bad been made his 
power, it will be, remembered, was again 
tested and displayed in a most renuirkablo 
and interesting manner. Congressman 
lioutelle, of Maine, attempted to read his 
l esolution on the subject of temiiennice. 
'I'lio galleries were determined that he 
should not, and many Miembors of the 
Coiiventiou wero apprehensive, from the 
source (jf the roaolution, that it would be 
full of mischief and provoke dissension. 
The seiitiiiient of the Convention, there- 
fore, thought it wise to side with the gal- 
leries in endeavoring to prevent Mr. Bou- 
telle -from even reading his reso- 
lution. The Chairman pounded and 
appealed for order m vain, whilst 
Mr. Boiitelle stood in a most helplo.ss atti- 
tude u|jon thu platform holding the paper 
in his hand, and the surges ivoro dashing 
iigainst him. .Sunator Hiscock's ipiiet and 
imposing form was seen to iidvance from 
his place in tho New Vork Delegation 
u|iou the floor, and step|iing up to Mr. 
Houtello he took the residntion from his 
hand, read it to himself, and seeing at 
once that it was a most wise and Haga(:i(jiis 
measiire, returned it to him smiling ami 
bowing his approval, and then resumed 
his scat without having said one word, 
■j'lio elToct of this pantomiiiuj upon the 
assembly of iL'.OdlJ spectators was eluc- 
tiieal; and thureupon Air. Boutello was 
iiiimediatoly allowed to read his resolu- 
tion, wliieli, as everyone knows, was 
iniauimously adojiled by the Convention 
willi the i'\('opl,ioii (if one "No" livjni tho 
no electoral-vote .Stale of .Maryland. The 
ellect on tho audience of the Senator's 
imposing dignity and calm demeanor on 
both these occasions must have forcibly 
recalled the matchless simile of Virgil in 
the fii-st br>ok of his wisBneid : 

"As when in tumults rise the clamorous crowd' 
.Mad are their motions and their tongues are 
loud. 

If then some Krave. niajesdo man apppar, 
They hush their la ius ami lend alistbtthlgear."

Of 
tliis family came Larnia, tlie Avitch of 
Crete, whose woman's heart rendered 
her doubly sensitive to Uie degradation 
•ho suffered during her incarct^atiou 
within hor.scaly prison; nor did she, on 
■ iemByii]a^''ti» pristine glory of her hu- 
niu fining c^mpl^ly lose the esabnce of 
Iiw:8e(penfc'natar!i7: Harqipm'a, uie wife 
of Cadmus, to be a companion in her 
husband's misfortunes, also took upon 
herself the serpent's shape, but being 
devoid of evil intent, never, it is said, 
shunned, but rather sought man's pres- 
ence. 

Perhaps it is but another form of the 
classic Harmonia which has become fa- 
miliar to us under the name of the fairy 
Gentilla, who, in an adder's shape, 
Kiught refuge with Prince Leander from 
the vengeance of the irate gardeners, but 
at tho end of several days dropped her 
scaly mantle, and, arrayed in super- 
Datural charms, munificently reworded 
her protector; . In some of the later ac- 
counts' of Melusina she is cited as a mem- 
ber of this sisterhood. Jean D' Arras 
reprefients her as a serpent ' 'enameled 
blue and white;" thus also did she pre- 
sent herself to tho commander of Lusig- 
nan, a fortress which she erected in the 
early days of her wedded happiness. If 
Ibere be any ^ho wprder that this union 
t>t Bdrpenilf aiid woman should have 
ITOved attractive iocrur ancestors, might 
iiotttbe.>^aous grace .and (enigmatical, 
character (rf oar own Elsid Tenner plead 
ehjqu^ttOKt^ the,oharma/of ;her ..myth 
iwni.iistm?-— iTcirtK Amencan Beriew;

She told tliem she had none, 
and they sat, as Indiuns will, for a long 
tinio, iis if to show her they would not 
go away until they got it. Curiously 
i iiougli, no one came to the store from 
th • settlement.

She 
i.iiiiihed at thcin luid told them they 
•oiild .search. They did so, peepin-;; and 
pokin^c everywhere that tlioy could think 
nl. When they olfered to go up staii°s 
to her living aiiartments, sho stood in the 
doorway and told tliem they must not 
venture there. She flatten^ her back 
against the door and defied them. 

Hli,' was less than the ordinary height, 
and did not weigh over 100 pounds, but 
she quailed them with tho eye of q brave 
and dpterniined woiuan, and when, pres- 
ently, Bome white men came to make 
nnichnseM the Indians took themselves 
3(1. Only a few nigbta before that this 
same woman had seen a wolf in her 
back yard, and had gone out and 
••.shooed" it away with her apron and 
scolding, just as one of our girls might 
do to a cat. I never saw a man that I 
thought more plucky than she. Per- 
linpH, thou-h, what no Indian or wolf 
could do might be done by a mouse. But 
it is beyond nil reason to e^p^ct the 
bravest not to tear a mouse.— -Albany 
Fair Journal. .....

Otlicor Thomas snid at 10:10 on Tues 
day night he saw defendant's luck com- 
ing Government Street with two fe- 
males on the box, ono on either side (jf 
pria(mer, all singing. May Williams iiad 
the reins, lie lielieved Seaman to hav 
been drunk, otherwise he would nut luivo 
allowed the woman to drive. Thoy went 
along Governnioiit Street, and did not re 
turn. He is tho driver of the hack. 

May Williams was called as a witness and 
said she was in prisoner's hack on the night 
of the 10th. Tlio prisoner waa not iutozi 
caLed. They left her house at 7:30 and 
drove lo Beacon Hill, calling at Henley's 
where thoj' had drinks. When they loft 
there he was not drunli. Thoy got on the 
box at Beaccm Hill, and she look the 
reins. 

Georgina Rafe give similar evidence ti 
that of her associate, and stated that she 
became intoxicated, but that Seaman did 

not. He drank scime gin, she thought, 
how many times she did not kn<jw. Tliey 
got on the box against .Seaman's tieairt 
but thoy iiiaisted and drove through (iov 
oriinient street aiiiging. She thought he 
got inttjxicated. Could not distinctly say 

Ilis hoiir>r — Prisoner, have you any- 
tliiMg to say for yourself. 

Prisoner — No air. 

His honor — Well, 1 will have to convict 
you. Y(ui have iio right to drive a hack 
while iiitoxicatuil mid endanger people's 
lives. .After (|ue.stioiiing prisoner as to 
where ho w^aa born and other queries, his 
honor imposed a fine of $10 and $5 in the 
case of the women. 

ALLEGED .STARVATION OK AN INFANT, 

Minnie Robbina, on remand, for having 
caused the death rif her infant. 

Alice Ellis, swoim, said prisoner was a 
sister of her's and had been living with 
her since she gtit sick. This was a little 
over a month ago. Her infant witness 
nursed at the lime it died. iLs name was 
.leiinie. It was hur sister's child. It be 
gau t(i bo aick a little over a week ago 
lt,'s mother did not have milk enough for 
it and she got condensed milk, but this did 
not agree with it, and the child voiipted 
Slio then got fresh milk for it and gave it 
every time it waked and cried for it. The 
child died some time in the morning. She 
found it dead about 7 o'clock. The last 
time she saw it alive was some time in the 
morning before daylight. It was then in 
the same condition as it had been before. 
She fed it on that occiision, but it ap- 
peared so weak that it would not draw. 
T'he child slept in the same bed with wit 
ness. Her sister at that time was out at 
Mr. Cameron's at work. She had been 
home the night before. She then saw the 
child and fixed a bottle for it, but it would 
not j)artako of its contents. Her sister 
w.'is home some time nft«r its birth, hut 
loft a week ago last Sunday oveniiig. She 
had been back throe times to see tho 
child, which had jilenty of milk given it 
at all limes. Witness had herself pro 
cured the milk. During this time no doc 
tor had been called in. Prisoner was not 
married. . * 

To his honor — My father is here; lives 
111 Sjiring Ridgo. Have two brothers, 
one works i|( tHe " foundry. He 
knovvs prisoner is in court on 
this charge. Prisoner lives with me. She 
lived with father up to the time be again 
married. No man has cuntribiited 
wards the suppm-t of the child. Its 
mother was conliiied at her house. 'I'lio 
father of the child was .Slaughter, a black 
smith. Her sister had written him, but 
obtained iiA answer. Slaughter had boon 
away four moiitlis. He had visited her 
.si.ster at her father's house. Her sister 
had plenty of milk at lirst, but after- 
ivai'ds none. \S'ilne,ss attended the child, 
!ind had not called in a doctor, because 
when alio changed the condensed milk to 
fresh it seoinod lo get better. Her sister 
was 23 years old, Witness' husband was 
nut living with her. He had go^e to Sun 
Francisco a , year aiid she Had, hot 
seen him since. He had not contributed 
to her supj)orl since. When liero he 
gave her SIO, and that was all she had 
received from him. She had three cliil- 
ilren. Thoy wore all lioalthy. Her sis- 
ter's child was healthy when born. 

Uis honor said tho prisoner would bo 
discharged, remarking that it was always 
bettor to call in a doctor when a child was 
i.i the conditiiiii thii infant wiia in. There 
was a suspielun that the child had been 
imrposely neglected with the intent to 
cause its death. 'J'hey wore poor |)eo]de, 
hor father had taken no care of the do- 
fondaiit, and the father of tho child had 
dostirt«i| it. .

Id cause its death, and 'meaitt "niurder. 
The priaiiner iiiight again be brought into 
<:ourl if additiduul evidence 'Was seoured.
